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PREFACE. 


‘Tue advantages of a publication of this 
kind to the practitioner in medicine are too 
obvious to need enumeration ; I fhall, there- 
fore, only premife a few neceffary obferva- 
tions relative to the work itfelf. 

I. The dofes of medicines are fet down 
as for adults; and therefore the preferiber 
will eafily vary them for other ages, by, 
referring to the table following the Preface, 

which is taken from Dr. R. Graves, the 
- conftitution being alfo confidered. 

II. Where it could conveniently be done, 
I have mentioned the intervals, at which the 
medicines are to be repeated: but thefe may 
be varied at the prefcriber’s diferetion. For 
brevity’s fake I have, in many places, ufed 
the word frequenter; by which I would have 
it underftood, that every three, four, fix, 
or eight hours are meant, according to the 
exigency of the cafe. 

III. When any particular indication is to . 
be obferved, the c/a/és (as cathartics, diure- 

. A 2 tics,, 
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tics, aftringents, &c.) may be referred to; 
under which heads as many of the compo- 
~“fitions and fimples as were judged neceflary 
are arranged. | 
IV. The limits affigned to the work would 
not admit of formule; nor do I think them 
by any means neceffary. The dofes of all 
the articles ufually adminiftered are fetdown; 
and I will not fuppofe, that there is any me- 
dical practitioner, who cannot give direc- 
tions for making them into draughts, bo- 
lufes, or other forms, that may be required. 
The vehicles fhould be either perfeétly in- 
nocent (as aq. pura, fyr. fimp. &c.), or of 
fimilar virtues with the medicines to be 
given, And if two articles of the fame vir- 
tues (cathartics, for example) be employed, 
it fcarcely need be mentioned, that the dofe 
of each muft be proportionably lefs. It may 
be added, that ingredients of a volatile na- 
ture fhould be given in a liquid form, left. 
their virtues exhale ; and very naufeous ones 
fhould, if convenient, be given in the form _ 
of pills or bolufes. |

This work was drawn up originally for 
my own ufe, and in the courfe of practice T 
have found it very convenient to refer tooc- 
cafionally. It was the opinion of thofe me- 
dical gentlemen, who faw the M.S., that it 
would be equally ufeful to others, and this 
was my motive for making it public. If it 
affift the practitioner’s memory in matters 
already known (at leaft till he has leifure to 
confult larger works, where neceffary), my 
defign is anfwered.

Moft commonly happens between the fe- 
cond and fourth months of pregnancy, 
though it may occur later. It may be oc- 
cafioned by frights, falls, ftrong emetics, 
or cathartics, or by any violent commotion 
of body or mind. 
Treatment. Jf the pulfe be ftrong, bleed, 
- give nitre, and purfue the antiphlogiftic 
regimen: ifthe patient be weak, the bark 
and chalybeates. In general the medi- 
cines fhould be of the tonic and fedative 
kinds. The body fhould be kept open 
with clyfters, or otherwile ; the diet hight 
age and the like; and the patient 
| B fhould 
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dhould be kept very cool, ftill, and quiet 
in bed. To ftop the hemorrhage, ftyp- 
‘tics may be applied to the os uteri, and a 
cloth dipped in. vinegar to the os exter- 
num, and pubes. Some recommend ace-

- eyclepedia Britannica, article Lungs ; or 
rather to the 4th vol. of the Analytical 
Review, from which that defcription is 
borrowed. By means of this inftrument, 
pure air might be injected, which, if to be 
had, would probably be found highly ad- 

_ vantageous. While the various methods 
of treatment are employed, the body fhould 
be well fhakenevery ten or fifteen minutes: 
if the weather be not cold, air fhould be 
admitted freely into the room: and no 
more perfons than are neceflary (fix are 
enough) fhould be present. Placing a 
drowned child in bed between two healthy 
perfons has been found to communicate a 
falutary warmth. Eleétricity may alfo be 
tried. When the patient is fufficiently

- thartics ; then give the petiowls and ex- 
pectorants, deeied: if neceffary, with an- 
tifpafmodics and fedatives.

at other times fliifting from one part to 
another. A pulfation and cold are like- 
wife felt in the belly. Urine little or none. 
Frequent hoarfenefs, with thirft and fever.

Treatment. Bleed, and give an emetic, with 
a large quantity of infufion of camomile, 
or the like, te work it off; then give ca- 
thartics (pills chiefly, or caftor oil) with 
opium, and opening emollient clyfters. If 
thefe fail, put the patient into the warm 
bath. If the vomiting continue, faline 
draughts, with tincture of opium. In this 
cafe columbo root has been particularly 
ufeful. Pills of gr. fs, or gr. j, of crude 
opium are powerful in removing pain 
and fpafm, and enable the cathartics to 
take the better effect. 


COLIC, uysteric. 


Symptoms. This is a difeafe to which wo- 
men of lax and grofs habits, and of irrita- 
ble difpofitions, chiefly are fubje@. It 
begins with violent pain in the region of 
‘the ftomach, much green and yellow mat- 
ter is vomited, and great lownefs of {pi- 
rits fucceeds; the pain goes off in a day

Treatment. Avoid bleeding and purging, un- 
jefs plethora or coftivenefs indicate ; clear 
the fiomach with warm water, camomile 
tea, &c. then give a carminative antifpa{- 
modic, with opium (as caftor, aromatic 
confection, opiate confection,) which may 
be occafionally repeated. Recruit the 
ftrength with bark, bitters, air, exercife, 
chalybeates, &c.

Symptoms, Habitual fever; wafting of all 
parts of the body; dry. cough; quick fmall 
pulfe; moderate heat; laflitude; faint- 
nefs; night fweats; flying pains and 
ftitches; uneafinefs about the diaphragm 
and breafts; the expectorated matter pu- 
rulent; fometimes bloody and offenfive, 
with white round lumps. If the fymp- 
toms be violent, a fpitting of blood foon 
follows, which is thin, florid, and frothy; 
but it afterwards becomes paler, and the 
difcharge changes at length into pus. 
Towards the end of the difeafe a diar- 
rhoea frequently comes on, and the legs 
are apt to fwell. Ulcers, or tubercles 
in the lungs, are the caufe. In general 
the complexion is florid, and. the teeth 
found, and of a milky whitenefs more o1 
lefs opake. 

Treatment. At the beginning, whilft fymp- 
toms of inflammation occur, bleed in fmall 
quantity, and repeat it if neceflary, giving 
nitre, and purfuing the antiphlogiftic re- 


gimen, Ipecacuanha in fmall dofes, or 
decoction 
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decoéiion of feneca root, is fometimes ufe- 
ful. Iffues or fetons are frequenily fer- 
viceable, or a perpetual blifter at the pit 
of the ftomach. But the antiphlogiftic 
plan muft be purfued no longer than the 
inflammatory ftagecontinnes. After that 
has fubfided, regard muft be had to 
ftrengthening the fyttem by the bark, 
chalybeates, &c. Opiates may be adnii- 
niftered at night, if neceffary, to appeafe 
the cough, and procure reft. Myrrh 
given to ahi, or Ziv, a day, with cam- 
phor and nitre, has been found an effi- 
eacious remedy by fome: others have re- 
commended burying the patient up to the 
chin in freth dug earth for fome time. 
For fweats give the vitriolic acid; or let 4 
calico waiftcoat, fteeped in a firong de- 
coction of bark, well dried, and renewed 
daily, be worn next the fkin. Change of 


air and gentle exercife are good: the 


body fhould be guarded againft cold; and 
the dict be light, mild, and nutritive, as 
jellies, broths, milk, butter-milk, &c. 
Dr. Simmons’s excellent treatife on this 
fubjeG@t may be confulted. Dr. Beddoes 
has lately recommended the infpiration of 
hydrogene air, mixed with atmofpheric, in 
” thofe cafes where the cheeks are florid, 
the 
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the lips and fauces very red, and, the 
‘blood of a brighter colour than ufual: 
anditfeems, in fome few inftances in which 
st was tricd, to have anfwered his moft 
fanguine expectations. But fome more 
yecent cafes thow, that foxglove, admi- 
niftered fo as to reduce the pulfe below 
the ufval ftandard of health, and with 
perfeverance, is likely to prove the moft 
efficacious remedy that has yet been tried.

Of late fox-glove 
has been much celebrated ; and infufion 
of tobacco has been remarkably efficacti- 
ous, In Germany the deadly nightfhade 
is faid to have been very fuccefsful. 
Smoking is of great ufe, and muftard- 
feeds taken whole have often been of 
fervice. 

If the diforder arife from the too copious 
ufe of weak liquids, or obftructed perfpi- 
ration, fudorifics are much to be depended 

upon, If from drunkennefs: riding on 
horfeback and the ufe of wine, or rather 
geneva diluted with water, in moderate 
quantity, will be ufefal, If from a con- 
fumptive tendency ; diuretics, joined with 
corroborants. Ifafter great lofs of blocd, 

_ or from tedious fevers; cathartics fhould 
not be ufed too freely, but chalybeates, 
bark, and bitters fhould be chiefly relied 
on.

Symptoms. A giddinels precedes the attack;

at the precordia, naufea, vomiting, noife

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the tendons, and thin crude urine. The 
tongue is generally black and dry, though 
fometimes it continues clean throughout 
the difeafe. Petechiz often appear on the 
fourth, fifth, and feventh days. Picking 
the bed-clothes in this difeafe is a bad 
fymptom. 

Treatment. Avoid bleeding. Anemetie in 
the beginning is often of great fervice. 
This fhould be followed by laxatives to 
evacuate the bowels, and calomel is pe- 
culiarly efficacious in this way. Anti- 
feptics, the bark, and cordials, of which 
wine given freely is the beft, are proper ;

Jt is alfo 
called the autumnal remitting Fever, the 
bilious Fever, the marf Fever, and the 
camp Fever. It ufually comes on fudden- 
ly, with debility, lownefs of {pirits, chilli- 
nefs, and other febrile fymptoms; the 
hands tremble; countenance pale or yel- 
-Jowith ; tkin dry, breathing difficult, and 
pulfe fmall and quick; great naufea fuc- 
ceeds. Vomiting of bile, and fometimes 
difcharge of it by ftool; the tongue be- 
‘comes foul, dehrium enfues, with moif- 
“ture on the face, and at length on the 
other parts, when the revifion follows. 
As the diforder increafes the remiffions 
are lefs, and at length icarcely percepti- 
ble; the mouth, teeth, and Jips, covered 
with a black cruft; tongue very dry and 
ftitt, fo that the patient’s voice can {carce- 
ly be heard. 

Lreatment. An emetic is foretimes pro- 
per; the body thould be opened if ne- 
ceffary; then prefcribe the bark with 
wine copioufly.

Tt is of more confequence here to defcribe 
the fymptoms in the dog than thofe of the 
_patient.. We may know the dog to be 
mad by his dull heavy look; endeavouring 
to hide himfelf; feldom or never barking; 
being angry and {narling at ftrangers, but 
fawning on his owner; refufing all food, 
drooping, hanging down his ears and tail, - 
and often lying down asif going to fleep. 
This is the firft lage, He next begins to 
breathe 
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breathe quick and. heavy, fhoots out his 
tongue, flavers, and froths at the mouth ; 
looks half afleep; flies fuddenly at by- 
fianders; and runs forward in a curve 
line. At length he knows not his owner, 
his eyes become thick and dim, and water 
runs from them; his tongue is of a’red 
colour; he grows weak and faint; often 
falls down, then rifes, and attempts to fly 
at fomething; and grows mad and furi- 
ous. The nearer to this ftate the more 

dangerous the bite. 
If the ftate of the dog cannot be obtained, he 
may be known to have been mad, or the 
diforder may be known to be this by the 
following effeéts, which will come on 
fooner or later. The bitten part begins 
to be painful, wandering pains come on 
gradually, with heavinefs and uneafinefs ; 
the patient-has:difturbed fleep, frightful 
dreams, ftartings, fpafins, fighing, anxiety, 
and loves folitude: pains fhoot from the 
bitten part up to the throat, with ftrait- 
nefs, fenfation of choaking, and horrour 
or dread at fight of water or other liquids, 
which isa fufficiént charaCteriftic of ‘the 

difeafe. 

Treatment, Cutout the bitten part immedi- 
ately, which is the only certain:cure: cup- 
ping-

ping-glaffes fhould then be applied; cau- 
terize and wath it daily with falt water, or 
rub in the ftronger cintment of quick- 
filver, keeping it open with efcharotics ; 
bleed, if the veffels be full; vomit with 
vitriolated quickfilver; give mutk gr. xvi, 
cinnabar 3fs, (to which camphor and 
opium may be added) at night, and a 
purge the next morning; bathe in the 
fea, or cold bath, and give a fudorific;

feems to threaten fuffocation; convulfive 
motions; frothing at the mouth; laugh- 
ing, and fometimescrying. May beknown 
from amere fyncope by the pulfe and 
breathing 
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breathing continuing, whereas in a fyn- 
cope they are not perceptible; it alfo 
comes on gradually, but a fyncope more 
fuddenly ; in that, the fit is of fhort conti-_ 

‘ nuance, in this, ufually much longer; 
with acolour in the face, which is not the 
cafe in a fyncope. 

Treatment of the diforder itfelf, as in the hy- 
pochondriafis: In the fit fetid volatiles, 
finged feathers, &c. may be applied to the 
nofttrils; and cold water and fetid volatiles 
given. The feet and legs may be placed 
in warm water; the pure cold air fhould 
be freely admitted; cold water may be 
{prinkled on the face and breaft; and ifa 
plethora be indicated, bleed; otherwife 
cautioufly avoid it. In this difeafe, par- 
ticular attention fhould be paid to the ftate 
of the menfes, &c. 

This difeafe appears often under a variety of 
forms; for a more particular account than 
can here be given, Sydenham, and other 
authors, may be confulted.

Sometimes the infeGtion is received by the 
virulent matter remaining in conta with 
the prepuce, or glans,in which it produces 
an ulcer, indifpofed to heal, and with a 
hardened bafe ; this is termed a chanere: 
if the matter produced by this ulcer be ab- 
forbed, we find buboes in the groin ; 
blotches on the fkin, at firft attended with 
inflammation, which goes off, and a white 
{curf arifes, fucceflively peeling off and 
returning, at length becoming copper- 
coloured, and finally forming a feab with 
anuicer underneath: ulcers in the throat; 
nodes on the tendons, ligaments, periof- 
teum and bones; caries;-and noéturnal 
pains. 

Treatment. Tn the gonorrhea fome rely on 
mercurials given internally in fmall dofes: 
others employ injeétions alone: fome lay 
the chief firefs on diuretics: others com- 
bine thefe different methods. Quick- 
filver, however, is by no means nece({ary 
to the cure of this ftage of the difeafe. 
If the inflammation be confiderable, no 
injeCtions fhould be ufed but thofe of the 
fedative kind, as thofe compofed of opium 
or lead: if very great, emollients alone 
muft be ventured on, as milk and water, 
oil of almonds, or thin mucilage: when 

‘ flight 
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flight, aftringents may be employed: and 
in fome cafes irritating injections are 
proper, as a weak folution of muriated 
quickfilver. Whatever method we pur- 
fue, the conftitution thould be attended 

- to, which, with the fymptoms, will in 
general beft dire the treatment. Pain- 
ful ere€tions and chordee are frequently 
relieved by opium, and in the latter ieeches 
applied to the part are fometimes fervice- 
able at the beginning. 

When a géet will not yield to the turpentine 
balfams, as balf. of capivi, or aftringent 
injections, and amending the conftitution, 
irritating injeCtions are fometimes fuc- 
cef:ful. 

If the diforder bea feos ues, quick- 
filver bas long been fuppofed to be the 
only remedy. Calomel, or calcined quick- 
filver, may be given internally in {mall 
dofes, or a portion of the ftrong quick- 
filver ointment may be rubbed into the 
thighs every night. The quantity muft 
depend on the conititution of the patient. 
We fhould always ftep as foon as a flight 
forenefs of the mouth is produced, re- 
fuming the mercurial in a few days, and 
perfifling in its ufe till about a fortnight 
after the {yimptoms have difappeared, but 

carefully 
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carefully avoiding a falivation. Afterthe 
cure, the bark, reftoratives, anda firength- 
ening diet, are proper. In many confti- 
tutions, however, mercurials given to any 
extent are highly injurious, and fome 
cannot fupport them for a length of time 
futficient to cure the difeafe, Happily 
the nitrous acid, and fome other medi- 
cines of a fimilar nature, have lately been 
found to remedy this difeafe with as 
much certainty as quickfilver, and with- 
out any of it’s injurious effets on the 
confiitution. The nitrous, vitriolic, oxy- 
genated muriatic, citric, and phofphoric 
acids, oxygenated muriate of potath, and 
oxygenated muriate of manganefe, have 
been given with fuccefs; but of thefe 
the nitrous acid and oxygenated muriate 
of potath appear to deferve the preference. 
The muriate may be given in dofes of 
three or four grains, increafed to fifteen 
or fixteen, four times a day, diffolved in 
water: of the nitrous acid from one dram 
to three may be given daily, diluted. in 
water, in the proportion ef a dranx to a 
pint, with or without the addition of {yrup, 
and care ihould be taken to keep it from. 
coming into contaét with the teeth as it 
1s fwallowed, Vhefe medicines fhould 

be 
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‘be continued feveral days after the difap- 
pearance of the fymptoms, as is cuftom- 
ary with mercurials. 
In obftinate venereal complaints, not yield- 
ing to mercurials, decoétions of box-wood, 
sone nightfhade, mezereon, daphne la- 
getto, epidendrum claviculatum, farfapa- 
rilla, and the outer green fhells of wal- 
nuts, have been faid to have proved fuc- 
cefsful. 
: Chancres may be dreffed with fome prepara. 
| tion of quickfilver mixed with ointment 
of wax, or conferve of rofes. Recent 
| ones may fometimes be cured by confum- 
ing them with cauitic, and afterwards 
healing : but it is never fafe to omit the 
ufe of mercurials internally. 
Buboes thould be difperfed by rubbing the 
ftronger quickfilver ointment into the

Be keeping the patient at reft; and the anti- 
phlogiftic regimen.
